GWINNETT’S GALLOWS. | 


EB STEVENSON, THE AUNT MUR. 
DERER, EXECUTED, 


An Immense Crowd Present-—Gabbie of the Prisoner 
as He is Leed From the Prison to the Gallows 
~Talke to the Crowd—Sent Through the 
Trap to Eternity~- His Last Words. 


In the county of Gwinnett there have been 
four executions by law and one by mob vio- 
lence. The latter occurred just after the close 
of the war, when a negro named McConnell, 
was hung in the courthouse square by a mob 
of citizens and federal soldiers for raping a 
white woman. The first hanging in process 
of law occurred fifty seven years ago, when a 


negro, Jack Winn, paid the  pen- 
alty for rape. Forty years ago 
a white man named Thomas Chambers 


suffered death at the hands of the law for the 
murder of his own wife, and about the same 
time AJex Austin, colored, was hanged for 
killing his marter. Yesterday occurred the 
fourth legal execution in the cvunty, and by 
far the most remarkable in all its aspects. 

Elbert M. Stevenson suffered death on the 
gallows for the murder of his aunt, Selina 
Clementine Stevenson, one year ago last Au- 
gust. 

The grotesque antics of the doomed man 
have been fuliy reported to the public during 
his long confinement and added to the sensa- 
tional character of his case. He was to have 
been hung on the lith of May but was re- 
spited by Governor Boynton. The certainty 
that yesterday would finish his earthly career 
attracted such a crowd of people as was 
never seen in Laurenceville be- 
fore. Stevenson did not seem to realize until 
a few days ago that he was to die. Then his 
vagaries changed to stolid indifference to his 
own tate, and be assumed the role of a 
prophet of evil, predicting unknown woes to 
come as a retribution for his execution. He 
was asked by scores of persons, by his spiritual 


advisers, Revs. W. M. Winn and Kosciusko 
Reed, by Warner Sexton, his uncle, and 
by the officers of the law to confesss 
foily all that he knew of = thet 
murder. To these inquiries ‘he invariably re- 


turned such evasive and ghastly comical re- 
plies as he made to them yesterday standing 
on the verge of eternity. Thursday he spent 
in various conversations, in prayer and in 
writing to his wife. His last words to her and 
the children were handed to the sheriff yes- 
terday to be delivered to them after his 
death. ‘They were as follows: 

June, the 7th, 1883.—Darling wife and sweet iittle 
girls: Ibis leaves me here well. I just read the Ist 
chapter of Phillippians. Darling, you read that 
chapterand think of me. i have bin call for some 

yurpus to give ljighton the holy word of God. 
Darling this has bin to stop us of our love on earth 
toward each other. I have got more love for you 
now than my enemies can take away. I feel that

feel it will cum to pass. Butgod ses he will comfort 
those whe put there trustin him. now darling we 
will sing oh for a thousand tonguesto sing my grate 
Redemer’s praise.

SECOND LETTER. 


This is the second letter to-day. I feellike I must 
send my lovein black and white toall. AsIhave 
sed I continue in prar to God in spirit, in spirit and 
truth. I feei he will still here prars, grant my 
frends to go tothe new jerusalem, Daring I want 
you to bring the childreu to see my ma as oftas you 


can. I want yuu to have my thingsand give some 
toallmy family to remember you and me. You 
Was a good wife to me. 


I ean see little Cora as she patted after me tu the lot. 
What a sweet child. I see how litde Bell was in the 
cub. How sweet she was, Howl deiitedin taking 
Cora to her brekfus and see her eat with her little 
hands. I can se those little hands how they look iu 
her plate. Darling I will not say good By to you in 
this letter I fee] I will se you on the Brite side of 
the house of God I willtell you to Be good as I re- 
quested vou when here. This is the last I will 
wri ¢ if ] can I will rite more the & of June that is 
to-morrow. Kiss the children darling.”’ 

This queer letter was not signed. 

The condemned man had made the ac- 
quaintance during his long confinement of a 
large number of schoo} children who passed 
the jail every Gay. Thursday atter- 
noon, Sheriff Patterson admitted a 
large group of children to the jail to te!l 
Stevenson good bye. Then he showed one of the 
few evidences of emotion that broke the stolid- 
ity of his last days. He went to sleep at 11 
o'clock, and restgd well until daybreak, when 
he ordered fried chicken and potato custard for 
his breakfast, eating very heartily when the 
viands were prepared. By sunrise the town 
was full of people, pouring in from 
all directions and Stevenson peeping through 
his bars recognized a number of acquaintances. 
He hailed them pleasantly telling them he was 
ready todie. Toone he cried, ‘Hello Joe! 
[il meet your mother to-night?’ Thursday, 
word had been sent to his wife to inquire if 
she wanted his remains. She replied tnat she 
did not. She has been convinced a long time 
of his guilt and yesterday remained with the 


two children of the unhappy marriage 
at her present home in ow- 
ery Branch. His mother Visited 


him forthe last time Thursday afternoon, 
and the parting between them was very af- 
fecting. The only relative who attended him 
to the end was Warner Sexton, his uncle, and 
a solid citizen of the county. ile seemed to 
be left toa just doom with little touch of 
pity from any human heart. As the fatal 
morning wore away the living tide came 
stronger together around the dismal scene, 
Special trains were run on the Lawrenceville 
branch railroad, but the great mass of the 
people came in vehicles of every kind. 

The roads leading to Lawrenceville were 
literally thronged, hundreds who could not 
get a ride walking from miles around. Itis 
said that fifty people drove from Covington, 
thirty miles away, while there were delega- 
gations from every town and settlement in 
the counties of Gwinnett, DaKalb, Hall, Jack- 
son, Walton, Rockdale, Banks and Newton. 
By noon the crowd had reached at least 
eight thousand, filling to overflowing every 
street in Lawrenceville, thickly surround- 
ing the jail and ‘massing in 
impatient expectancy around the gallows. It 
was noticeable that the great majority of the 
crowd was white, and perhaps one-third were 
women and children. Nothing like such a 
gathering had ever been known in the bistory 
of the county. It wasa remarkably well be- 
haved crowd all the while. Though liquor 
went freely around, little drunkenness was 
seen and nota single row occurred. 

At 11 o’clock the ministers and Mr. Sexton 
were admitted to the jail to counsel the 
doomed man. At noon Sneriff Patterson and 
Deputy Brooks headed a well drilled guard of 
forty men, armed with shotguns and rifles, 
and proceeded to the jail. They had to press 
their way through thie dense crowd. Then an 
avenue with the armed men on either side 
was formed, and while the crowd stood in 
breathless silence, Sheriff Patterson and 
Deputy Brooks came out of the jail with 
Stevenson between them. 

He was dressed in a suit of confederate 
grey, by his own request, and wore a black 
elt hat. He was very pale, and when he had 
stood in the door a miuute, said, “Let down 
your umbrellas, everybody. Youv'’e got to 
face something now you never did before. 
Yo said all ihe time I didn’t know what I was 
doing. What is going to become of you? Get 
ready, I say. Get reddy to see God, Say, 


white flocks altogether. I don’t know 
where I'm going to be. Did you ever see the 
sun sbine as bright as it does to-day?” After 
several other incoherent sentences, be was 
placed in a wagon and marched under guard 
tothe gallows, balf a mile from the court- 
house. As the procession moved off, the con- 
demned man said, ‘‘Watch out, everybody!”’ 
and then commenced to sing ‘‘Oh, for a closer 
waik with God,’ alone. During the lonely 
ride he made a number of wild speeches; 
when he passed the Masonic hal! he cried out, 
“Tear down that house and put new wheat 
in it!’ A voice in the crowd said, ‘And new 
oats, too.’ As he would recognize a familiar 
face in the crowd he would cail the person 
by name. He also shook hands with some of 
the guards as he rode along. 

When the gallows was reached it was with 
difficulty that a could be made 
through the thousands packed around it. A 
crush seemed certain and the guards were 
powerless to move the mob until force was 
used, anumber of people being shoved vio- 
lently back. Stevenson mounted the plat- 
form without any assistance, and took a seat, 
surrounded by the ministers in attendance, 
the sheriff and hisdeputies. Almost imme- 
diately, at the invitation of the 


nearly an hour, evincing the most stoical in- 
difference to everything around him. He 
laughed, toyed with the rope, put his foot 
upon the trap, and acted more like a dement- 
ed man than anything else. 

He said: ‘1 see a bigger crowd than this, 
I'm thinking about my soul, Doall you can 
to protect yours. Take warning, folks, take 


warning. Andrew Baugh, you're a clever 
man. You brought me fruit last vear when 


it was first ripe, and treated me like a gentle- 
man. You had a-brother shotin Lawrence- 
ville, and the law protected the man that 
shot him down. Was it right?’ 
Mr. Baugh in crowd: ‘I suppose so.’’ 
“Don’t our buok say no murderer hath 
eternal life in heaven?” 


Mr. Baugh: “It says a.great many 
things.”’ 

‘That man. has been guarding me; was it 
right?’ 


Mr. B: “‘I can’t say.”’ 

“Is it right for anybedy totakea stand 
against a man to convict him? God's going 
to do something forthis people. I’ve warned 
them 3563 days to-night and they don’t heed 
me. I teil youthey don’t heed (repeating 
‘again and again) When I was convicted last 
spring, vou thought I wasa deranged man. 


I don't know how long I’m 
going to’ stay here, boys. I[ give 
you the first commandments: Watch! I 


tell you something’s going to happen to this 
generation. Mr. Pound, you ministers ofthe 
northern Methodistchurch. Hesaid he"was 
going to preach confiscation to the people of 
Gwinnett county. Now, then, I’m going to 
talk confiscation. 1 don’t know bow long 
I’ve got to stay here. I asked some boys as 
I came along if it was going torain this morn- 
ing. God says rain falls on the just and on 
the unjust. If it don’train any more, don’t 
blame me. If you areall black don’t blame 
me. You'll have to bear what comes,’’ Just 
here Rey, Mr. Wynn interrupted him. Con- 
tinuing abruptly he said, ‘‘well, I employed 


you to talk if I couldn’t do it.’’ Looking 
down, at the reporter's table, 
he suddenly said, ‘‘There’s Mr. 


Brand,fwhat’s he going to put in THE Con- 
STITUTION? Where's your constitution, gen- 
tlemen? Where's that CoNnsTITUTION man 
who wrote up that awful story about me? Is 
there any United States detectives here to- 
day? Don’t your constitution lie in your 
breast? Say? Say? Where is those little 
boys’ constitution and the men’s in the trees 
out there? God gave them all ease to get here. 
Have any of you run your stock here to see 
me executed? If you have, you oughtened 
to done that. You ought to have saved your 
stock and walked. Look at that mist over the 
sun when I stammer and talk. I’ve measured 
the way the world goes in jail. Doyou know 
how deep itis tothe skies?’ Here he took 
hold of the rope hanging from the beam. He 
held a handkerchief in the same hand, and 
not a muscle quivered. ‘‘You must look at 
black and white. lasked the people to sera- 
rate the blacks and whites here to-day; just 
look at them altogether! Ought you all 
to be black or white? I'll wait until (stop- 
ping suddenly and placing his foot on the 
trap, about a foot above the platfo m) I'll set 
up my foot. You know a a Stephens let 
his foot slip in congress. He had my pardon 
—for me, bub, you all fixed that. Have you 
all got pardons? This is Elbert Stevenson. 
Is Emory Speer here to-day? I want to ask 
the crowd if youv’e all got pardons? Have 
you got it? Got it? That’s the thing? 
Don't the sun shine hot? 

‘Do you realize your sins? Do you? God 
said he would give the world 2,000 years. 
You’ve got 118 years by promise. What does 
exceeding mean? That's the thing! Oh, 
you'll all be exceeded. Are there ahy United 
States detectives here? Hold up your hands, 
Say are there any here? Are there? (Looking 
at the wagon in which he rode.) Mr. Brand’s 
horse is getting sorter wet. Bob Maffett, you 
said you were my friend. 

Maffet. in crowd: “I was up 
tragedy.”’ 
Voice in crowd: ‘Good-bye Eb, old fel- 
ow.”’ 
“Good-bye—seé you again. Good-bye Mr. 
Cole. Mose Freeman, I see you over there. 
You’re colored, butIl used to go to your 
shop.’’ A numberof voices in the crowd here 
said: ‘Good-bye,’ to which the prisoner -re- 
plied: “Watch that morniag star, all of 
vou. 
Voice: “‘I want to meet you, Eb, in a better 
world,” 
“Allright, you'll do it. 
wife, all of you. Now, then, if you are ail 
black, I can’t help it.’’ Taking hold of the 
rope he said, ‘‘Look atthat rope. When that 
catches hold of this tender neck——. I’ve 
been in jail 663 days. There ain’t a face in 
this crowd exactly alike.

hey were interred yesterday afternoon 
at Prospect church, where lie the bones of his 
victim and within a half a mile of the spot 
where the dastardly crime was committed. 
The thousands of men, women and children 
see nred satisfied with what they had seen, 
scattered in every direction and were soon 
rumbling or plodding along the densely 
crowded roads towards their homes, carelessly 
and often gayly discussing the ghastly details 
of the death they had witnessed. 

THE CRIMINAL AND HIS VICTIM. 

Stevenson was of less than medium statue, 
with a large forehead and heavy black 
whiskers. e had a keen black eye anda 
sharp nose that projected over a heavy mus- 
tache. He was married to a most estimable 
lady, a daughter of one of the staunchest 
citizens of Flowery Branch. While Steven- 
son basely betrayed her confidence, she never 
for a moment doubted his innocence 
and has never faltered in her 
wifely devotion. In spite of his wife’s stead- 
fast loyalty Stevenson was not true to her but 
was led by his depraved nature away from 
his home into what were to him more attrac- 
tive fields of enjoyment. Finally yielding to 
the promptings of his cowardly and murder- 
ous heart he committed the crime for which 
he was executed to-day. 

On the 15th of August, 1881, a storm of 
excitement was created in Gwinnett county 
by the announcement that Mrs, Salina Clem- 
antine Stevenson had been murdered by her 
nephew, Elbert M. Steyenson. Mrs. Steven- 
son was the widow of Van Stevenson, who 
died about fourteen years ago. After the 
death of her husband she lived, with her 
little son Lovick, than an infant, at her 
farm about five miles northeast of Lawrence- 
ville. She had a large family connection, by 
blood and marriage. living in the immediate 
neighborhood. She stood high in 
the community and in the church. 
On the morning of the murder she was pre- 
paring to attend the Lawrenceville camp- 
meeting which began on Thursday following, 
and expected to marry Hiram Young on Sat- 
urday or Sunday of the meeting. Before she 
finished washing she sent her son off to look 
around the fields, directing him to return in 
time for dinner. Having finished her work 
she made preparation for getting dinner and 
carried a shovel of coals into her cook room 
which was a_— shed room attached 
to the main. building, and while in 
the act of pouring the coals into the stove 
was shet down by some person Sp Se in 
the yard, who shot through the open door. 
Three bullets entered her body, striking in 


ploughed along her back and lodged in the 
wall just beyond. Two of the balls struck 
and passed throughi the spinal column. She 
fell instantly, perfectly paralyzed. In falling 
her head struck the floor just opposite the 
door, with her face turned to 
the door. As she fell she saw 
Stevenson run acrossthe yard. The report of 
the gun, followed by her screams, brought to 
her assistance William McGee and William 
Terry, who were at work at the graveyard, 
about three hundred yards distant. In reply 
to a question as to who shot her, she charged 
Stevenson with thecrime. The neighborscame 
flocking in rapidly and heard her statement. 
ARRESTED, TRIED AND CONVICTED, 

Her brother-in-law and unclestarted at once 
to look forthe murderer. They found him 
at the camp ground arranging his tent for the 
approaching meeting. He was arrested, but 
denied all knowledge of the shooting. He 
was lodged in jail, and at the preliminary 
trial the woman who was lingering between 
life and death, testified that Stevenson had 
previously threatened her life because she 
refused to run off with him. He was com- 
mitted to jail, and Mrs Stevenson died on the 
10th of October protesting to the day of her 
death the truth of her statement. The case 
was tried during the same week in which old 
man Hicks was murdered by the posse of 
revenue raiders. When the case 
was called both sides announced ready for 
trial. The state was represented by Solicitor 
General A. L. Mitchell and T. M. Peeples; 
the defense by Colonel 8. J. ian 
and Colonel F. F Juban. Stevenson admitted 
that he was present at the time of the shoot- 
ing. Hesaid that he had slipped into the 
house by appointment with his aunt, and was 
in the cook room with her, when Lovick 
returned to the house and found them there 
in a criminal situation, and shot at the man 
and accidentally hit his mother. Stevenson 
said he fled not knowing that the woman was 
hurt. He also stated that he had been living 
on terms of improper intimacy with her for 
a number of years. This statement was sup- 
ported by the testimony of two of his broth- 
ers to the effect that Lovick had admitted to 
them that he had shot his mother. 

The little boy bitterly denied that he either 
shot his mother or that he knew anything 
about the shooting, and also denied having 
had the conversation or making the admiss- 
ion attributed to him by Henry and Millard 
Stevenson. The state also introduced a mass 
of testimony toshow that Lovick was not 
present and that it was impossible for him to 
have shot his mother and also toshow the 
ood character of the murdered woman. 
he trial occupied several days and resulted 
in a verdict of guilty. The miserable wretch 
endeavored to escape on the yore’ aa > 
but he ceuld not make a success of it is 
fayorite scheme was to play mute, but he 
soon saw that he was not making any head- 
way. 

‘ THE CRIMINAL’S JAIL EXPERIENCE. 


His jail experience has furnished

BOYD'S BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


A Loulsville Doetor Meets av Advance With a Read 
Bullet. , 
LovuisviItLte, June 8.—Clarence Boyd, the 
young artist shot by his brother-in-law, Doctor 
Barnes, on Wednesday, died today. Dr. 
Barnes several years ago married a sister of 
Mr. Boyd, and by her had three children, one 
of whom died. About six or seven weeks 
ago the husband and wife had a difficulty, the 
nature of which is not explained, and Mr. 
Boyd, it is said, then threatened to kill Dr. 
Barnes. The matter was smoothed over, 
und kept from the public by attor- 
neys, who drew up a contract of sep- 
aration between husband and wife, under 
which he was given charge of one 
child and she of the other. She returned to 
live With her father, at No. 1331 Third street, 
andthe mother would probably have re- 
mained, simply a closet skelton but for the 
impetuosity of the brother, Edward Clarenee 
Boyd, whoalso lived with his father. This 
morning he went te Dr. Barnes's office at No. 
623 Fourth street. Dr. Barnes had a patient 
in the operating chair, when Mr. Boyd came 
to the door ane called him into the hallway, 
There the difficulty occurred, young Boyd 
threatening and the doctor shooting. The 
first shot struck under the arm, almost 
in the pit,and the ball ranged upward and 
out of the arm through the muscle. This shot 
was evidently fired while the man’s arm was 
raised, The second, and probably fatal shot, 
struck near the small of the back, about an 
inch to the right of the spine, and ranged 
down and forward, perforating the ilion and 
coming Out an inch to the right of the median 
line of the body. Physicians wereimmediately 
summoned, and the young man was removed 
to his father's house. After the shooting the 
persons in the room immedately ran 
out upon the street, Barnes 
going to surrender himself to the chief of 
police. He was immediately taken to the 
police court and released’on $1,000 bond. . He 
then wentto his home. He has refused to 
make any statement. Boyd, who called him- 
seliby his middle name, Clarence, was a 
oung gentleman of considerable talent and 
ocal reputation. He was the son of Mr Rob 
ert Boyd, of the iron brokerage firm of Boyd, 
Hubbard & Justi. Mr. Boyd was not wealthy, 
but his . social sition wasexcellent. Dr. 
Barnes is about thirty-two orthree years of 
age,and is an amiable and popular man. His 
financial aftairs are said to have been _consid- 
erably embarrassed. Boyd’s physicians have 
but little hope of his recovery.

Tho Views of Congreseman Sparks on the Situation 
~He Regards McDoneld as in the Lead—Con- 
grteseman Cobb Takes ao Talk—Senator 
Beck Not in the Rase—His Views. 


New York, June 8.—In the course of a 
lengthy conversation on political matters in 
Illinois, Congressman W. A. J. Sparks, of 
that state, said to-day: ‘There is so little 
stirring in political circles in my state at the 
present time that I do not believe an inter- 
view would be profitable, still I may say,with 
assurance, that the democrats will carry the 


I think the democratic party is on top.”’ 

‘“‘What caused a change in the political 
complexion of Illinois?”’ 

“Th2 people of that state are greatly inter- 
ested in the tariff, and the position of the 
democracy en that question is so satisfactory 
to a majority of the voters that the demo- 
crats can carry the state onthat issue alone.” 

“Is the sentimentof the west in favor of 
leaviny the tariff question where it stands at 
present?’’ 

*‘No, sir; the tariff amendments of the last 
congress are nt satisfactory to the people of 


the west. The democrats of that section of 
the country look upon those amendments as 
a very. bungling pe of work. It has 
brought no practical relief to the business in- 
terests of the country, uor can it do so.”’ 

“Who is the favorite in the west for the 
democratic nomination in 1884?” 

“Senator McDonald is far in the lead.”’ 

‘Is Governor Cleveland's name discussed as 
that of a probable candidate?”’ 

‘Immediately after his election his name 
came up quite often, but he appears to have 
dropped out of sight a He is a good 
man, but lacks experience. During his ten- 
ure of office he has done nothing to make him 
prominent. If New York is to furnisha can- 
didate I think Mr. Hewitt would euit the 
west. Heappears to be more in the public 
mind than any other man in New York. One 
thing certainly, his views on the tariff are 
very satisfactory tu western men.” 

CONGRESSMAN COBB'S VIEWS,” 

Wasuineton, June 8.—‘‘I can’t believe,”’ 
said Congressman Cobb, of Indiana, to-day, 
‘that the so-called interview with Hendricks, 
in which he favors the old ticket, is genuine.’’

BECK THINKS TILDEN IS DEAD. 
New York, June 8.—Being questioned as 
to the political outlook, Senator Beck said: 
“There is no doubt of the success of the 
democrats at the next presidential election. 
The recent elections in the various states 
show that there is a change in popular feeling 
and unless the next house of representatives 
grossly blunders in its actions, there is noth- 
ing to prevent the next national administra- 
tion from being democratic.” 

‘‘Has Kentucky a favorite candidate?’ 

‘‘Our state does not wish to push any candi- 
date before the public at present,”’ replied the 
senator, ‘‘but if there isa favorite there it is 
Senator McDonald, of Indiana. I know him 
well. He is a level-headed man and would 
make an admirable president.’ 

‘‘Will Mr. Tilden be a candidate?” 

“You can putit right down,’’ exclaimed 
Mr. Watterson, ‘‘that Samuel J. Tilden, even 
were he renominated, would utterly refuse to 
rup. He isan excellent adviser, but as an 
active leader of a political party his days are 
over. I know that he desires to keep out of 
active politics, and even should itseem the 
popular wish he will not think for one mo- 
ment of becoming a candidate.”’ 

‘‘Yes.’”’ added Senator Beck, ‘‘Tilden is dead 
as a democratic candidate. - In only the most 
extraordinary cases can you win a politi- 
cal race with a once defeated candidate.

“T had supposed that he was out of the race 
entirely,’ answered the senator, ‘‘but recent 
events seem to indicate to me that he is tak- 
ing steps to secure the nomination.

“Do you regard him as the strongest candi- 
date that the republicans can nominate?’ 

“Tl regard him as the weakest, His personal 
conduct has been good, yet I believe him to 
be the weakest candidate, notwithstanding.”’

Six Husdred Llinois Miners, Well Armed With Shot« 
guns and Kevelvers. 

Sr, Louis, June 8.—Information was re- 
ceived here that a band of from three to four 
hundred striking miners left. Belleville, 
Illinois, yesterday, bearing banners havin 
‘bread or blood,”’ inscribed thereon in bol 
letters. Nobody seemed to know their desti- 
nation, or what their particular mission was, 
but various theories soon got into circulation 
and one of them was that the strikers had 
gone to Pinckneyville, to liberate the miners 
who were placed in jail there yesterday, in 
default of bail for unruly conduct. Another 
was that they had gone to Collinsville,-where 
Abbey and other machine minrs are 
situated. The latter theory is probably cor- 
rect, for very late last night dispatches 
were received from Collinsville, stating 
that several strangers had arrived in town, 
who are regarded as the advance guard of the 
main body of strikers. Dispatches have been 
received there that the demonstration would 
probably he made at Abbey, Ill., or Collins- 
ville pits this morning, but whether it would 
be hostile or merely a quiet conference with 
the machine workers is not known. All the 
men engaged in these mines are well armed 
with revolvers and doublebarrelled shotguns, 
and are said to be under orders to fire upon 
any ofthe mining party who lay hands on 
any of the mining property.

Against the State to Restrain the Collection of 
a Bend for the Ltebility of the Bank of 
Rome~The Decision of the Judge. 


From the Rome Courier. 

Samuel Morgan vs. M. C. Mathis, Sherilf, 
Simpson & Ledbetter, W. 1. & J. W. Smith. 
vs. the State. Injunction. Claims. 

DECISION OF JUDGE BRANHAM. 

These cases depend on the validity of the 
bond given by the bank of Rome as state de- 
pository. Twoof the leading questions in 
the cases are: First, whether the bond con- 
forms to the requirements of the statutes, and 
is, therefore, a good statutory bond, upon 
which the state, on condition broken, is en- 
titled to proceed by the summary remedy 
resorted to in these cases; and secondly 
whether the alleged forgery of Mrs. Deason's 


name upon the bond vitiates it and discharges | 


the other sureties thereon. A number of 
subordinate questions arise out o! the propo- 
sition first stated. 

It the bond conforms to the requirements 
of the statutes, then it is a lien on and binds 
all the property of the bank and of the sure- 
ties from the date of its execution, and the 
summary remedy adopted for its enforcement 
is legal. Code 493 d. & 90. 

If it isa valid statutory bond, it binds not 
only the property owned by the bank and its 
sureties at the date of the execution thereof, 
but also all after acquired property. 1 Kelly 
35; 4 Ga. 322; 52 Ga. 560; Whitehead vs. 
Nimyard, 50 Mo. 30; Blakely vs. Boyce, 2 
Dill 539. 

Even bona fide purchasers are postponed to 
itslien and take with constructive notice 
thereof, or in the words of a leading case on 
the subject, ‘‘they are charged by law with 
notice, and can acquire no right or interest 
which is not subordinate to it.”” Knighton 
* 62 Alabama 404;.Colt vs. Barnes, 


The Brunswick and Albany railroad com- 
pany, vs. Hughes, 52 Ga., 560; state vs. La 
Grange and M. railroad, 23 Tenn., 487. See 
also 58 Ga., 57; 54 Ga., 74; 44 Ga., 437; 5 Ark., 
168: 5 Oregon, 484; 48 Miss., 575. 

Under the depository act, thirteen state de- 
positories were appointed, all of whom were 
required to give bond with securities thereon. 
They are quasi public officers, holding une 
der the public law, and all persons dealing 
with citizens of this state, after the execution 
of these bonds, are bound by law to take no- 
tice thereof. They are bound to inform 
themselves before making contracts of pur- 
chase who the securities are, by inquiry at 
the executive office, where by law these 
bonds are required to be filed, and where they 
are presumed to be. And unless for some 
reason these bonds are invalid as statutory 
bonds, the state’s lien cannot be affected by 
any wantof notice. The language of the 
statute is similar to that usedin the code in 
fixing the lien of judgments, and the effect 
and operation of the lien is not 
more harsh or unreasonable as against pur- 
chasers than that of judgment liens. 

The main question in the trial of claim 
cases was one of notice to bona fide purchasers 
for value. Itis true that it was then also 
claimed that the bond had not been filed and 
approved, and that it was executed before the 
bank was appointed a state depository. 
these later questions were not so well argued 
as they have been on this hearing. It is now 
said this depository is a public officer, and 33 
Ga., 336, iscited in support of this position, 
and it is claimed asa result thereof, that that 
part of the code in relation to the execution 


of official bonds applies to the bond 
given by this bank, It seems 
State depositories are quasi pub- 


lic officers, and the sections of the code refer- 
red to by counsel, hereafter quoted, being 
pari materia, and so treatedin the Renfroe 
case in 66 Ga., or at leasta part thereof, are 
perbaps applicable to these bonds, and form 
part of the law to which their execution must 
conform. Counsel for both parties seem to 
concede this by reference to these sections in 
their argument. The attorney general lays 
great stress upon the section 167 of the code, 
and counsel for claimant and for complain. 
antrelying on the preeding sections of this 
article. 

3onds of public officers must conform to 
all essential requirements of thestatute; they 
are payable to the governor, they are in some 
instances to be approved by him, they must 
be approved in writing indorsed on the bond, 
the indorsement must show the day and year 
of approval, and the law provides that ‘‘they 
shali not be filed until thus approved.”’ Un. 
less the approving oflicer knows the sureties 
to be sufficient he cannot take them, unless 
they swear to their means, and it is satisfac- 
tory, of which swearing he must make a min- 
ute on the bond; they must be filed within 
the time prescribed by law, and the officer, in 
whose office the bond is filed, must indgrse 
on such bond the day and year of the filing, 
and sign his name -to such indorsement; they 
must then be recorded. Code, part 1, title 3, 
chap. 6, art. 5. 

itis claimed by the state that these provi- 
sions are directory, and are duties only im- 
posed by the state on its officers for the pro- 
tection of the people, the neglect of which do 
not concern the makers of the bond. The au- 
thority cited by the attorney general, 1 Peters, 
315, strongly supports this position. It isalso 
said that if these provisions are not st ictly 
complied with, yet if the bond was made, 
Signed by the bank and its sureties, and 
lodged in the executive office, and if the bank 
as astate depository acted on it, it stands in 
the place of the official bond required by the 
Slatute, subject, on condition broken, to the 
summary remedy provided by the act of 1876; 
and the attorney general, in support of this 
view of the code, cites code, s@ction 4, para- 
graph 6, section 167, and the goyernor vs. 
Taylor, 56, 292. 

There would net be, in my mind, so much 
difficulty in the question, were it not for the 


authority of Mayo, sheriff, vs. 
Renfroe & Wilson, 66 Ga., 408, and 
authorities there cited. By; the 5th 


paragraph of that decision it was held that 
the treasurer's bond was not a valid stat- 
utory bond for the following reasons: 1. It 
Was not executed in time. 2. It was not re- 
corded within the time prescribed by law. 3 
The sureties did not justify. 4. No affidavit 
of justification was attached to the bond or 
recorded therewith. It is evident from the 
decision that these are not all the essential 
requirements of the law. In my judgment 
the bond of the bank of Rome was executed 
on the 14th of November, 1879, which was 
Within the tinge required by the statute. As

the depository act does not require the sure 
ties to justify as a condition precedent to the 
approval of the bond, asin the case in the 
treasury act. As to the second groutd, I have 
been unable to findany law reye-ng ! the 
time within which official bonds must be re- 
corded. No time within which the record of 
the bond isto be made is named in the de- 
ositery act of 1876, or elsewhere in the code. 

ly view of this provision on the trial of the 
Claim cases was that it was directiy, intended 
only for the protection of the state in 
case of the loss or destruction of the bond, 
it is not a copy of the record, but a copy of 
the bond that is made evidence in the 
coures, W hatever formal defects 
Uiere might be in the execution of the bond, 
if it was duly signed, lodged in the executive 
office and approved by the governor by order 
on the minutes, it seemed to me to be a valid 
bond, carrying with it the summary renedy 
resorted to by the state to enforce it. It may 
be, as claimed by the attorney general, that 
the Renfroe case is in conilict with the Gover- 
nor vs. Taylor, 56 Ga. 292, and if so under sec- 
tion 217 of the code, the last named authority 
woula seem to be the law, as the Renfroe case

| ever, be in conflict. In Taylor's case the 


language used is such bond shall ‘‘stand in 
the place” of the official bond. That was a 
common law suit,and no reference is made 
to any summary remedy, In the Renfroe case 
the court speaks of the substituted bond asa 
“common law’ boud, and under a separate sec- 
tion of this decision it was held that the sum- 
mary remedy could not be used to enforce 
such a bond, and that such a remedy was not 
contemplated by section 167 of the code, 
Official bonds are often taken by those who 
are not skilled in the law, and are frequently 
subject to some formal objection, and 1 am 
not disposed by any ruling of my own,not au- 
thorized or required by the statute or the de- 
‘cision of the supreme court, to lesson the 
force and effect of the section referred to, at 
the same time I yield a cheerful obedience to 
those decisions, not doubting their correct- 
ness or the superior learning and ability of 
the court. It is certainly true that a bond is 
not a valid statutory bond unless it cohforms 
strictly tothe law. See Cooley on taxation, 
page O06. 

It is said by ceunsel for complainant in the 
bill that those persons claiming to represent 
the bank of tome did not and 
could not by its contract ac- 
quire tbe charter of the bank from Brower, its 
former owner, for the reason that the pur 
chase of the stock was fictitious and colorable 
only, and that the bank wasinsolvent when it 
was made a depository, and that the governor 
had notice thereof. Those officers were in 
possession of the charter. It had been, by a 
transfer of the stock, incidentally transferred 


to them. and they were operating the 
bank under it. The transfer may have 
been voidable. but it was not absolutely 
void. The evidence of insolvency consists of 


the withdrawal! of the assets of the bank be- 
longing to it while Brower owned it. It does 
not appear that no new capital was put into 
the bank, or that the governor had notice of 
any insolvency after it was reorganized by 
Frost, Samuel & Co. Besides this, I am in- 
clined to think the sureties would be estop- 
ped toset up these groundsin discharge of 
their liability on the bond. They ought to 
have learned these things before they become 
sureties for the bank. Complaint is also made 
that the treasurers remitted tothe bank of 
Rome $23,000 from the state treasury, $15,000 
having been remitted by Renfroe and $8,000 
by Speer, and that no state funds except 
the taxes collected in the counties named in 
the governor’s order of appointment could 
be legally deposited therein, and that 
the sureties are notliable for these -remit- 
tances. In construing code 943 f, counsel say 
that the words ‘“‘such funds,’ found therein, 
refer only to such taxes as were collected in 
the district or list of counties assigned to the 
Bank of Reme. My judgment is these words 
refer to ‘‘state funds’’ contained in the pre- 
ceding sentence of this section. And I think 
the treasurer was by implication or negative 
grant authorized to make these deposits, for 
this section provides that it shall not be law- 
ful for the state treasurer to deposit such 
furds in any bank or other depository, except 
those established under this chapter. ‘This 
form of grant is of frequent use in the federal 
and state constitutions. See code 5275, 5002, 
5008, 5019, 5027, and other sections. 

It is said that the signature of Mrs. Deason 
to the bond, and that of Prentice to the ath- 
dayit, are forged. Mrs. Deason swears she 
did not sign the bond, thatshe did not au- 
thorize any one to sign for her, and was ney- 
er requested to sign it. Hines, the attesting 
notary, contradicts her in express. terms. 
White, brother-in-law, of Mrs. Deason, swears 
the signature purporting to be Mrs. Deason’s 
is not hers. Prentice sweats he did not sign 
the affidavit. If this is true, are the other 
sureties liable? The evidence offered does 
notseek to set up a different contract to that 
claimed by the state. The bond and aflidavit 
purports to have been signed by all 
those named inthe body thereof. No effortis 
made to show that some other person not 
named in the bond was to sign it, nor is there 
any effort to alter in any way what the writ- 
ten contract contained in the bend, was 
mutually understood to be. The complainant 
and claimants only insist that the contract, as 
understood by the -ureties who signed the 
bond on the one hand, and the state on the 
other, is their contract, that they are to be 
bound by that and by that alone, and if Mrs. 
Deason did not sign it, or authorize it, then 
the contract is not their contract. 
The contract of suretvship is 
one of strict law, and it is only binding when 
executed according to the exact terms of the 
agreement, Code, 2150. An authorized ad- 
dition of another surety to abond already 
executed vitiates it and releases all the sure- 
ties. ‘Taylor vs Johnson, Gov., 17 Ga., 521. 
Mrs. Deason’s and Prentice’s names being in 
the body of the bond, the state was put on 
notice that both of them were expected to 
sign it, and such notice is sufficient to au- 
thorize parol evidence to show that the other 
sureties signed it only on condition that they 
should sign it also. Dair vs United States, 16 
Wall, 5. The complainant, Morgan, swears 
that but for the exhibition of the affidavit to 
him before he signed the bond, and from 


which it then appeared to him that 
Prentice had sworn he was worth $20,- 


000, and that Mrs. Deason had sworn that she 
was worth $10,000, and the representation that 
they were to unite in the bond, he would not 
have signed the bond. When it was remem- 
bered that the execution of the bond bound 
the property of the sureties from the date of 
its execution, and that a surety paying it off 
is subrogated to the state’s lien and entitled 
to enfore it against co-sureties for contribu- 
tion and even against property in the hands 
of bona fide purchasers, it 
will be seen what valuable 
rights are lost to such surety, if the names of 
others on the bond as sureties are forgeries. 
The risk and liability of such surety is neces- 
sarily enlarged and increased, it is not 
his contract, and the surety is there- 
fore discharged. Code, 2176--77; 37 Ga., 428; 
25 Am. 705; 64 Ga. Walsh case; 33 Am, 372; 
Alabama cases before cited. There is some 
evidence of ratification on the part of Mrs. 
Deason, but if the ratification could be made 
otherwise than under sea], (and it seems it 
cannot be done. See code 2182; 55 Ga, 45; 5 
Am, 445:) the evidence is not sufficient to re- 
suire the denial of the motions in these cases. 
Sesides such ratifitation may have been 
made after the sale by Major Deason of her 
lands, when there was no lien thereon, and 
when the sureties would be damaged not- 
withstanding such ratification. ° 

The governor is authorized, whenever he is 
required by law to approve official bonds, to 
have the bonds prepared and to remit the 
bond with his dedimus potestatem to some 
competent officer, authorizing and empower- 
ing him to take the bond for him, and when 
duly executed to return it with the dedimus 
to him. Lewis vs. Coms. Gordon county, Feb- 
ruary term, 1883, supreme court, code 149. 

If this simple and customary method was 
omitted, and the officers of the bank allowed 
togetup a bond in their own way with a 
forged name thereon as surety, and a forged 
affidavit thereto, and by an informal delivery 
thereof to the executive, deceive and impose 
upon him as well as those who signed as sure- 
ties, itseems but reasonable that the state 
should bear the unfortunate resuit of such a 
course. Notwithstanding authority to the 
contrary, I cannot bring my mind to the be; 

lief that the sureties made Samuel their 
agent to procure the signatures of Mrs. Dea- 
son and Prentice to the bond, and are, there 

fore, alone to blame for these alleged forg- 
geries. Perhaps the approval of a bond in- 
volves its attestation also. A forged signa- 
ture is no signature. Without the expression 
of any opinion as to whether Mrs. Deason 
signed the bond, or whether Prentice made 
the affidavit, these and all other questions of 
fact being solely for the jury, I will set aside 
the verdicts and grant new trials in the claim 
cases, and enjoin the sheriff from proceeding 
with the fi. fa. until further order, that there 
may be a full investigation of all matters in 
controversy in these cases.

The decision 
is a long one, and excludes other matter 
which we wished to publish to-day, but it is 
of interest to the state generally, and entitled 
to the space which we give it. 

The irregularities and carelessness in the 
executive department in regard to the bond 
upon which the state’s recovery was had, are 
referred to in the decision. ‘They were either 
established by the testimony, or not denied 
by the attorney general. They amiount to a 
looseness of administration, or a neglect of 
duties imposed by law, that is really astonish- 
ing. As we understand the decision from a 
hasty perusal, the judge Joes not pronounce 
the bond an invalid one on this account, but 
leaves open the question whether it isa stat- 


utory bond—one made _ so by provisions 
of law, independent of execu- 
tive action. But he thinks the 


movants who charge that their signatures 
were forged, or procured by false representa- 
tions, or based upon contingencies which 
were not brought about, are entitled to a new 
trial to determine their liability. This will 
reopen the whole question as to the validity 
of the bond, and the irregularities of state 
officials upon which Judge Branham does not 
definitely rale, as well as the special pleas of 
these movants, will then be adjudicated. The 
amount involved in the suits is about $23,000 
for which the state attached the property of 
the defendants as sureties for the bank. of

NEWSPAPERS IN THE MAILS. 

The newspaper correspondents in Washing- 
ton are growing very bold. One of them re- 
cently seized Gresham, the new postmasier- 
general, by the ear and gave him a severe cur- 
tain lecture upon asubject which certainly 
demands the attention of the department, or 
of somebody connected with the department. 
Mr. Gresham, we are glad to say, appeared to 
take kindly to the suggestions of the corres- 
pondent and promised to give his attention 
to carrying them out. 

The complaint of the correspondent is that 
from two to three-tenths of the newspapers 
mailed by private citizens fail to reach their 
destination. We have no doubt thiat the 
average is much greater, for the carelessness 
of postoflice officials in this matter, especially 
in large offices, where they are pressed for 
time, has becomea confirmed habit. It is 
nearly equal, we may say, to the carelessness 
of the public. 

The truth is, it isa miracle if a newspaper 
mailed by a private individual ever reaches 
its destination. Let us see how many risks it 
hastorun. In the first place, it is not of 
much importance in the eyes of the sender. 
It is nothing but a newspaper; so he bundles 
itup inan awkward wrapper, directs it hur- 
riediy, and placesa stamp upon itat hap- 
hazard. There is one chancein ten that the 
stamp will stick, another chance in ten that 
the wrapper will notcome open when the 
paper is dropped in the mail box. There is one 
chance in ten that the address on the wrapper 
is not blurred or unintelligibly written, 
another chance in ten that the postofiice 
clerk does not throw it into the wrong mail- 
pouch or upon the floor. 

But let us suppose that ali these prelimi- 
nary chances are safely overcome, and that it 
gets in the right mail pouch. There is one 
chance in ten thatthe paper will not work 
out of the wrapper in the rough handling the 
pouch receives, or that the wrapper will not 
be worn through. When it reaches its desti- 
nation, there is one chance in ten that some 
curious clerk will not tear it open to see 
whether it is a “comic’’ paper; another 
chance in ten that it will not find its way into 
the waste-pile on the floor, and another 
chance in ten that it will not be throwr into 
the wrong box. 

Thus it will be seen that a newspaper 
mailed by a private individual really has 
smal! chance of reaching the person to whom 
it is addressed. Not a day pastes that we do 
not —_—ifind in the mail received 
at Tue Coxsriretion office papers addressed 


to individuais not connected with the office. 


We cannot undertake to deliver these missent 
papers or to return them, consequently they 
go into the waste-basket.

THE OHIO NOMINATION. 

Mr. John Sherman, with characteristic pru- 
dence, refused to accept a nomination for 
governor of Ohio, although success would 
have made him doubtless the nominee of his 
party for president, He declined to give up 
a senatorial seat in hand for two such birds 
in the bush, and Mr. John Sherman is a wise 
and long headed man. Together with Gvoernor 
Foster he put forward a young man who is 
not even well known in Ohio, Mr. J. B. For- 
aker, and a desperate effort will made to elect 
him. Governor Foster insisted on his nomi- 
nation, because, living in Cincinnati, he 


would assist .in shelving Mr. Noyes 
in the senatorial contest, and 
would help ‘in electing republican 


members of legislature in that city. Mr. 
Foster proposes, it should be understood, to 
succeed Mr. Pendleton in the senate, and he 
gives the Cincinnati republicans the guber- 
natorial nomination, with full notice that he 


the legislature. The gilded republicans of 
Cincinnati do not relish this programme, and 
there issome kicking over it. Mr. John 
Sherman isto have the delegation to the 
national convention if he can see daylight 
ahead. The nomination of a man of local 
reputation only under such circumstances 
will not be apt to create any special enthusi- 
asm, and if the republicans carry the state it 
will be on account of blunders committed by 
their opponents, and noton account of the 
action of the recent convention. 

The platform adopted practically consists 
of two planks—one in favor of high taxes on 
the sale of spirituous and malt liquors—the 
Scott law—and the other in favor ofa pro- 
tective tariff of the most stalwart kind. The 
people thoroughly understand both questions. 
The large German population of Ohio cer- 
tainly understand the meaning and bearings 
of the Scott law, and it will be strange if the 
agitation of the past twelve months has not 
opened the eyes of many aman in Ohio to the 
effects of ‘“‘protection.’’ The emptiness of 
the bigh-tarift policy can be studied in the 
dullness of trade, the strikes in the mines of 
che state and the stoppage of many of its 
mills. 

The democratic convention isto meet on 
the 2ist inst., and the delegates are divided 
into three camps—Judge Hoadley, Congress- 
man Geddes and General Durbin Ward, each 
having a host of friends. Any one of the 
three is equal to the task of defeating Mr. 
Foraker and the Foster-Sherman ring. The 
republicans will however fight with all 
the energy that desperation can put in them. 
They fully apprecate the fact that if Ohio 
goes democratic next October, the next presi- 
dent will be a democrat, and they wili be apt 
on this account to bring the last man to the 
polls they can control. The democrats of Ohio 
occupy a position of rare responsibility and 
influence. If they evince wisdom and cour- 
age in the convention and skill and energy 
aiterwards, they can put the restoration of 
good government tothe entire land beyond 
doubt, and at the same time put themselves 
in a position to have a very large-sized voice 
in the final movement. This in fact seems to 
be Ohio’s destiny. 


WHO KNOWS? 

As we have remarked before, the miracu- 
lous healing of Mr. Hendr'cks’s sore toe and 
the remarkable freedom of his language have 
occasioned quite a little flutter in select po- 
litical circles. During his recent illness, or 
to be more accurate, while he was nursing his 
sore toe, Mr. Hendricks had ample time for 
reflection, and in the midst of this reflection, 
he suddenly found himself face to face with 
his long-lost fondness for Mr. Tilden. He 
bowed to it, shook hands with it, and finally 
embraced it. Then he begun to recover, and 
he is now in such fine health that he exult- 
antly exhibits his late sore toe te the country, 
exclaiming: ‘Gentlemen, I am now very 
well I thank you, but see what I have suffer- 
edin the interests of true Indiana democ- 
racy.” 

We will not say that Mr. Hendricks is hum 
bled, but he is chastened. He has learned 
that a man who assumes to be patriotic is 
always ready to place himself at the disposal 
of the people when, in their 
opinion, he can serve them. Mr. Hendricks 
is now wiliing to so place himself. Under all 
the circumstances, it is to be regretted that the 
episode of the sore-toe did not occur at some 
period between 1376 and 1880, so that the peo- 
ple in their anxiety to redress a great wrong 
might have had the benefit of Mr. Hendyicks’s 
co-operation when the time seemed ripe. The 
history of nations, as well as the history of in- 
dividuals, oftentimes hinges upon circum- 
stances and events that seem to be insignifi- 
cant and obscure, We know 
now that if Mr, Hendricks 
had been afllicted with a sore toe in the 
fail and winter of 1878, the history of this re- 
public and of the great parties would be vast- 
lv different from what it is now; and yet, no- 
body but an inspired dreamer like Private 
Daizell could have beer aware ef this fact. 

In 1880, Mr. Hendricks could not see what 
everybody else saw, in 1883, he sees what no- 
body else sees. Nevertheless, let us give 
the Indiana statesman credit for the can- 
dor of his position. Headmits that be wes 
wrong—nay, even pig-headed—but he is not 
disposed to push himself upon the country. 
His attitude, if not thrilling, is at least inter- 
esting. Heinforms the people generally that 
if they are desirous of denouncing the great 
fraud of 1876 at the polls in 1884, he is willing 
to take his place on the old ticket and suffer 
the consequences, 

It must be confessed that Mr. Hendricks's 
declaration bas not aroused any great amount 
of enthusiasm, but it has given renewed in- 
terest to an old matter, and tickled the public 
curiosity in more directions than one. Mr. Til- 
den’s health is better than it has been for years, 
the party isin better trim than it has ever been, 
and the Sage of Grammercy Place stands 
higher in the public estimation. And yet 
there is not the slightest symptom any- 
where thatthe people are anxious to make 
an issue ofthe fraud of 1876. So far as our 
observation extends, there is no special en- 
thusiesm in behalf of the old ticket. To be 
sure, it would be acceptable, for evesy demo-

public is at liberty to amuse itself with rumor,

It is to be observed, moreover, that Mr. 
Justice Field,who has claims upon democratic 
attention, has recently expressed himself in 
favorof Mr. Tilden. Judge Field gays that 
if the people could be satisfied that Mr. Til. 
den's physical condition is such that he could 


direct the canvass, he would sweep 
the country. Judge Field was 
a member of the _ electorai com- 


mission and he thinks Mr. Tilden was griev- 
ously wronged; not only that, Judge Field 
thinks there is a disposition among the people 
to undo the wrong. Taking all these things 
together who can predict what time and a 
sore toe will bring forth? 

WESTERN LARD. 

The investigation conducied by the direc- 
tors of the Chicago board of trade over the 
charges preferred against the lard of the low- 
lers, is a star-ehamber affair, and the public 
will therefore be apt to lose all interest in it. 
No matter how the matter is decided the 
people will be in possession of no evidence 
upon which they can base an opinion as to 
the correctness of the decision of the board. 
The investigation will last, it is said, several 
days, and if 1t was conducted openly much 
good might come of it. 

Whether the lard in question was adulter- 
ated or not, it is admitted by all good judges 
that the inspection methodsin use in Chicago 
and all other packing cities of the northwest, 
are simply delusions. They are inspections 
that do not inspect, and any resonable degree 
of adulteration is branded by the inspectors 
as prime steam lard. The Fowlers practical- 
ly claim in-their answer that their lard is as 
good as any othersteam lard in the Chicago 
market, and doubtless they will be able to es- 
tablish its comparative value; but when they 
have done that they have not shown that they 
manufacture pure lard. On the contrary 
quite the reverse. 

All lard, or nearly all lard—undoubtedly 
all shipped to southern markets, is adultera- 
ted. Some of itis harmlessly adulterated and 
some of it is not. The Cnicago Tribune re- 
cently printed a talk between one of its re- 
porters and Dr. T. D. Williams, a chemist of 
high standing. Dr. Williams stated that he 
frequently found 10 or 12 per cent of water in 
steam-rendered lard, when there should be 
but 2 percent. Headded: ‘I heard that one 
very prominent renderer here received 210 
barrels ot Missouri clay, and I s@w a sample. 
It is sent here as an adulterant, and is used 
not only in lard, but in almost everything 
else, where terra alba could not cut any figure. 
It has no texture, and has a granulated ap- 
pearance under the miscroscope when pul- 
verized for the market. It is a better adulter- 
ant than the white earth for lard, because 
terra alba would be precipitated in this cli- 
mate and be found at the bottom of the pack- 
age. Theclay is not so dense, though quite 
heavy, and could be used with success to the 
extent of 10 or15 per cent. Its presence can be 
detected with the microscope. By the use of 
water and the clay lard can be adulterated 25 
per cent.”” He added that this kind of adul- 
teration could not be detected by the eye— 
certainly not by the inspectors that Chicago 
prefers toemploy. Water and Missouri clay 
are not however wholly relied on in the pack- 
ing houses. Itis known that tallow, beef- 
fat, cotton-seed oil, and low grade grease that 
should not be seen outside of soap factories, 
are often used, It is known that lard which 


has become yellow is subjected to a 
vile process of bleaching, restor- 
ing its color and market value, 


without rendering it more palatable if the en- 
tire process was understood. 

The truth is, no family man who wants to 
know just what is put before him and his 
family at the breakfast table should use west- 
ern lard. Lard of home production can be 
trusted, and when that fails we have an ex- 
cellent substitute in cotton seed oil, which is 
now refined to such a degree as to be unobjec- 
tionable for nearly all domestic purposes, It 
is also a product of home factories,

Throngh the infiuence 
of Speer and his friends, United States Judge Mc- 
Cay, aday or two ago, was induced to approve 
Pleasant’s bond, which District Attorney Darnell 
had twice refused to approve ard Secretary Folger 
had twice rejected. The same old bond, with Judge 
McCay’s approval, was immediately sent on to Wash- 
ington with the accompaning note for Secretary 
Folger: 

“When I approved Pleasant’s bond I did’ not 
know thatithad been rejected by the district at- 
torney, or that it had ever been presented to him.’’ 
_ Things are theréfore at a standstill just now, but 
Secretary§Folger’s decisionfis expected in a day or 
two, at the latest.
